Sunlight 
and fresh airy flowers and frdils, inypart a 
flimpse of nature's beauty even to the 
hhumblost tenafit, Lo build wu house, at 
Macao in the olden daye tho Hevngshan 
mandaring ‘had to bo coaxed and bribed. 
Otherwise tho artisans would not have been 
forthcoming. But dependent as the Co- 
lony was apon tho Chincso, for long Chi- 


ness domicile ot Macao was discoun- 


‘tenaneed- by the municipality .on sani 


tary grounds, Even Chinese servants 
were dispensed with, tho domestics be- 
ing invariably negro. slavesr Chineso 
workmen were engaged ; but at the sound 
ofthe Angelus the city-gates wero closed 
upon thom. Up to the cighteenth century 
no Chinese could own any landed ‘property 
at. Macso, Such houses as were found 
mortgaged to tho Chinese, tho senste re- 
dedmed. It was consequent upon the 
reign of terror rented by. tho piratical 
hordes of Cam Pau Sni in the adjacent dis- 
tricts, that, at tho close of tho eighteenth 
contuty, a Chinese community began to be 
tolerated at Macao, in separate quarters. 
It nimbored but eight thousand souls then." 
And it Was only in recent times ‘that the 
misforliines and emigration of once well- 
to-do Portugueso, families led. to some 
of tho best houses at “Macao being 
Commensurately 
the municipality reorganised the ‘sanitary 
régimo; an. expansion of tho city 
was fostered to the extent of the city 
walls. being demolished ; ,and under. the 
excellent administration of Governor Cacho 
do Amaral, forty years ago, improvoments 
woru.effected which won -fur the neat and 
embellished city tho admiration of many a 
distinguished visitor. The likewise oxcel- 
lent administiation of Governor Horta ¢ 
Costa has. done no leas,  Quartors which 
had grown insnnitary in consequenes of the 
Chineso influx wore expropriated. Of tho 
magnilicent sewfpromenades. Macao may 
justly bo proud. Further improvements. 
would have -beeit carried out but for the 
heavy subsidies, for Timor with which 
Macao is over-burdenetl.
